impaired by his adherence to the Royal Cauſe, he 
died in the 69 year of his age, May the 12, 
165 3. From ſome MSS. now in the Editor's hands, 
he appears to have been a ſenſible „judicious, and 


religious man, and * learned for the 
ſtation he filled in the world. i 


Our e his. eldeſt 1 was born March 
the 13% 1615. He diſcovered even in his earlieſt | 
years ſuch a ſurpriſing readineſs of wit, and. ſo 
ſtrong an inclination to letters, that his father, 
who was himſelf a lover of learning, quick ly de- 
termined to give this, the favourite of his hopes, 
an education ſuitable to his promiſing genius. 
Wi eſtminſter School was warmly recommended to 
the good man by his friends, as not doubting that 
his ſon would there ſoon improve his natural ta- 
lents with all that politeneſs and elegancy which 
was then, and ſtill is peculiar to that place: But 
he, cooliditing that the moſt valuable education 
is that which lays a foundation for virtue and 
pore morals, and tinctures the mind with a ſtrong ;

ſenſe of the obligation to all ſocial and religious 
duties, could be prevailed upon by none of the 
moſt flattering inducements to place him at ſo 
great x diſtance from his own prudent care and 
immediate inſpection.

Thus provided with all the be the 
his own diligence and a ſchool could give him, he 
was removed in his fixteenth year to Peter-Hoſe 
in Cambridge ; where by a clofe a pplication to 
every branch of Univerſity learning, he ſoon made 
an extraordinary proficiency, and by his open be- 
haviour and unaffected manners brought himſelf 
into the affection of the members of that ſociety, 
and the efteem of all who knew him; which made 
his converſation eagerly courted by all who had a 
fincere regard for learning and virtue. | 
Thus reſpected, beloved, and careſſed, our 
young ſtudent ſpent his four firſt years in the Uni- 
verſity, where he never loſt ſight of the ends for 
which he was placed there, the acquirement of 
knowledge, and the 1 8 of virtue: he

firitly obſerved the Statutes of the Univerſity, 
and thoſe of his own College; he conſtantly at- 
tended at the Chapel hours of Devotion, with 
meek and unaffected Piety; and his Exerciſes of 
every kind were performed with ſo much accu- 
racy and judgment, that they were then heard 
with the greateſt pleaſure, and remembered my 
years after with the higheſt applauſe. 

Dr. Cofirs (afterwards Bilhop of Durham) was 
then Maſter of the College; who, being ever at- 
tentive to the lives and characters of the ſtudents, 
and a moſt minute obſerver of every circumſtance 
of their behaviour, quickly diſtinguiſhed the ſu- 
perior merit of Mr. Beaumont, and with the uni- 
verſal conſent and approbation of the whole ſo- 
ciety, elected him into the firſt Fellowſhip that 
was vacant, after he was capable of it by being 
admitted Batchelor of Arts. 

In this happy ſtation of life, unembarraſſed 
with the cares and proviſions of the buſy world, 
and exactly fitted to gratify the longings of an 


active, contemplative mind, our Author found

His lectures (to which he never allowed the 
leaſt interruption, but in the ſummer vacation) 
were ſolid, clear, and inſtructive: and though he 


found himfelf tyed down by the practice of the 
ſchools to the drudgery of dragging his pupils 


through the tedious and heavy ſyſtems of Suarez, 


| Seotus, Averroes, and the reſt of the ſubtle Phi- 
loſophers of that date; yet by his pertinent re- 


flections, he had the ſingular art of diſentangling 
their minds from the perplexities of that metaphy- 


fical jargon, and of leading chem to the ſubſtan- | 


tial knowledge of the duties of religion, - huma- 


nity, and the love of their country : it would be 


doing great injuſtice to his memory, to omit a

of a more publick nature, being nominated to the 3 


office of Vice-Proctor or Moderator in the Uni- 
verſity: for that year he conſidered himſelf in 
ſome meaſure as intruſted with the inſpection of 
the morals and behaviour of all the younger mem- 
bers of that body; ; and as he was himſelf a moſt 
tenacious obſerver of diſci pline, and looked upon 
it as of the higheſt importance to the welfare and 
re putation of that eſtabliſhed ſeat of literature, 
he determined himſelf to enforce an univerſal ob- 
ſervation of the Statutes, as far as his delegated 
power extended, and to reprimand every breach 
of them with marks of juſt and manly indignation. 
at their publick diſputations he preſided with at- 
tention, candor, and impartiality, allowing the ut- 


moſt freedom of debate; to which he ſet no other 
bounds, but thoſe of decency and good manners: 


it was probably the general praCtice of that time,

2 
he ſurpriſingly reſembles the taſte and manner of

times ſinks below the purity of the Auguſtan age, 
it is to be remembered, that he had been long 
converſant with the eccleſiaſtical writers, and the 
later hiſtorians; and therefore it is leſs to be won- 
dered at, if in ſome few inſtances, he fell i imper- 
ceptibly into ſome expreſſions which will not bear 
the teſt of that primitive ſtandard: and from the 
_ ſame conſideration, it is preſumed, the Reader 
will moderate his cenſure, if he now and then 
meets with the harſh language of Tertullian, 
where he expected the happy elegancy of Horace 
or Ovid; eſpecially ſi ince the offence is not ſo great, 
nor repeated ſo often, as to forfeit every claim of 
| indulgence from the niceſt claſſical judgment. 
But, (as has been already obſerved) our Au- .

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his leiſure hours with the Muſes, he wrote'a Fall 
and clear commentary upon the Book of Ercle- 
| faſtes, and large critical notes upon the Prnra- 
teuch. In the then melancholly ſituation of pub- 
lick affairs, the proſpect of ſeeing an end put to 
the calamities of the nation, or to the diſtreſſes

Mr. Beaumont happily fixed his dependance upon 
a Patron, who had judgement enough to diſtin- 
guiſh, and ſincerity enough to reward thoſe who 
truly deſerved his favour.
